PITTSBURGH, July 14 (UP)— 
Settlement of the nation’s longest 
and ccstliest steel strike hinged 
tuday on the CIO United Steel | 
Workers Union's reaction to the. 
industry’s latest “suggestions” for 
ending the dispute. The strike is. 
in its fortv-third day, exceeding 
the 42-day walkout of 1949. 

The companies announced yes-, 
terday they had made “sugges-| 
tions for settling the important 
issues still in dispute” and that 
“those suggestions are still under 
consideration by the union.” 

Industry leaders threw the ball 
to CIO President Philip Murray 
by adding, “There are no definite 
arrangements for further meet- 
ings and the company representa- 
tives have left for their homes.” | 


No Agreement, Union Says. 

“We are still in disagreement 
with the industry,” a union 
spokesman said today. It was re- 
ported the union was seeking 
clarification of the language and 
tightening of the industry's union 
security proposal. iad 

Murray was considering calling | 
a meeting of the union’s 170-man | 
wage policy committee, probably | 
late this week.

WASHINGTON, July 14 (AP) 
—President Truman today signed 
'two major bills passed in the 
closing days of the Congress ses- 
| Sion—one clearing the way for 
the Government to pump nearly a 
‘billion dollars into homes build- 
_ing and the other authorizing $2,- 
|398,282.800 for military construc- 
| tion. 

The housing law authorizes 
new commitments of $1,395,000,- 
000 in federal funds to stimulate 
housing construction, particularly 
in critical defense areas. 

It provides for direct govern- 
ment purchase of $900,000,000 
worth of mortgages; and an in- 
crease of $400,000,000 in the Fed- 
eral Housing Administration's 
mortgage-insuring authority. The 
insurance would not require ac- 
tual Treasury outlays unless 
mortgagees defaulted. 


for direct government construc- 
tion of housing in critical defense 
areas where private industry fails 
to do the job; $40,000,000 for gov- 
ernment construction of communi- 
ties facilities in such areas, and 
$5,000,000 for Alaskan housing 
loans. : 

The military construction au- 
thorization, mostly for secret air 
bases overseas, provides for clos- 
er controls over military spend- 
ing. 

The act is merely an authoriza- 
tion. The actual appropriation, in 
a separate bill, amounted to $2,- 
288,000,000, about $740,000,000 
short of Truman’s recommenda- 
tion. 

The authorization act approves 
$328,047,800 for the army, $256,- 
875,000 for the navy and $1,813,- 
360,000 for the air force. 

The law carries a requirement 
that military chiefs must obtain 
approval by both the Senate and 
House Armed Services commit- 
tees before they can go ahead 
with classified or secret projects. 

The act also reduces the maxi- 
mum cost for permanent barracks 
construction to $1700 a man in- 
stead of the old yardstick . of 
$2000. 

Other bills signed included: 
Continuing the suspension of im- 
port taxes on metal scrap. The 
act provides that no duty shall be 
imposed on metal scrap, except 
lead, through June 30, 1953. 

An act providing procedures 
for the merger of national banks 
or of state banks with national 
banks under federal charter. Only 
the dissenting shareholders of an 
absorbed bank involved in such 
a merger would be entitled to de- 
mand cash for their shares. 

A bill to extend the veterans’ 
preference act to men and wom- 
en serving in the armed forces 
since April 28, 1952, when the 
Japanese peace treaty was signed. 


FAMOUS GASPE OBELISK HIT 
BY LIGHTNING, FALLS IN SEA 


GASPE, Quebec, July 14 (UP) 
—The famous natural obelisk of 
Gaspe was struck by lightning 
yesterday and crashed into the 
ocean, witnesses reported today. 

The rock was 280 feet tall and 
100 feet wide. It stood three 
miles off the mainland. 

Witnesses said only 100 feet of 
the obelisk was left standing after

He also 
was Dewey’s press man in the 
New Yorker’s 1948 presidential 
campaign, and he had an impor- 
tant role in planning strategy 
which won the G.QO.P. nomination 
for Eisenhower. 

Other appointments announced 
by Eisenhower amounted mainly 
to assignment of forma! titles to 
men who helped direct the gen- 
eral’s pre-convention campaign. 

Other Assistants. 

They include Arthur H. Van- 
denberg Jr., son of the late Sen- 
ator from Michigan, as executive 
assistant; Senator Frank Carlson 
of Kansas as an adviser, and 
Thomas E. Stephens—another 
Dewey man—as appointment sec- 
retary. 

Also named as an adviser was 
Senator Fred A. Seaton of Ne- 
braska who had an active role in 
the late stages of the general’s 
campaign for the nomination. 

Herbert Brownell Jr., Dewey’s 
presidential campaign manager in 
1948 and a key figure so far in 
the Eisenhower camp, conferred 
with_the general for two hours 
yesterday. Afterward, Brownell 
told reporters at Eisenhower's 
Blackstone hotel suite that he 
was returning to his New York 
law practice but intended to keep 
in close touch with the general 
by phone. 

As for replacing Lodge, Eisen- 
hower aids indicated the general 
will make no immediate decision.

GOV. SMITH SAYS 
SENATOR RUSSELL

Automobile liability insurance 
rates will be increased more than 
30 per cent in St. Louis and 37 
per cent in St. Louis county, the 
National Bureau of Casualty 
Underwriters announced today. 
The rate hikes are effective im- 
mediately. 

New bodily injury and property 
damage combined rates in the 
city for Class 1 customers, users 
of automobiles for non-business 
purposes with no operator under 
25 years old, will be $71 a year, 
an increase of $17. This is for 
basic limits coverage of $5000 
for injury to one person, up to 
$10,000 for an accident and $5000 
for property damage. 

Class 2, automobiles for both 
business and non-business use 
with an operator under 25, will be 
increased by $29 to $116 a year. 
Class 3, automobiles individually 
owned for business and non- 
business use with no operator 
under 25, will be increased by 
$25 to $101 a year. 


In the county, Class 1 rates will | 
rise from $46 to $63, Class 2 rates | 
from $75 to $103, and Class 3° 


rates from $65 to $90. 


In a breakdown of the com-| 


bined rates it was shown that the 
property damage rate increase 
Was approximately 60 per cent, 
ani the bodily injury hike 20 per 
cent. 

Rates for the combined basic 
limits coverage have increased 63 
per cent in St. Louis in the past 
14 months, rising from $43.50 for 
Class 1 to the $71 figure. Other 
increases also have been made in 
the higher coverage brackets.

York firm which assembles exper- 
fence data for setting insurance 
rates, said the increases were 
mede necessary by mounting ac- 
cident frequenty and increasing 
claim costs.

Pharmacy Manager Dies A

Man’s Head. 


Arthur Ulrich, manager of the 
Cass Avenue Pharmacy, 1434 
Cass avenue, was stabbed to 
death in the store yesterday by 
John Smith, Negro laborer, 1412 
(rear) Cass, after an altercation 
over a paper bag for frozen con- 
fections Smith had bought. 

The stabbing was witnessed by 
Ulrich’s wife, Callie, who broke 
several bottles on Smith’s head in 
efforts to pull him from her 
husband. 

The Ulrichs, of 915 Canaan 
avenue, were the only persons in 
the store when Smith entered 
about 1 p.m. and bought two 
“nepsicles” from Mrs. Ulrich. 

She said he asked for a bag for 
them and she refused, pointing 
out the confections were wrapped 
in waxed paper. Her husband 
then approached and gave Smith 
a bag, but a dispute ensued, she 
related. Ulrich ordered him from 
the store, after which Smith drew 
a pocketknife and started slash- 
ing Ulrich, she said. 

Mrs. Ulrich struck Smith with 
soft drink bottles and screamed, 
attracting two men from outside, 
who helped her pull Smith away 
from her husband. As she ran to 
the back of the store to telephone 
police, Smith walked out. Mrs. 
Ulrich followed and saw him en- 
ter his home from an alley south 
of Cass, she said. 

Police took Ulrich, who was 43 
years old, to City Hospital, where 
he died about an hour later of 
wounds of the abdomen, chest, 
face, arms and neck.

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surplus built up out of past 
‘profits. The 1951 dividend was 
$1 a share, while the rate in each 
of the two preceding years was 
only 50 cents, The company would 
reverse this situation, under its 
fare increase proposal, as its fig- 
ures contemplate annual earnings 
of $1.38 a share. 

The surplus, or accumulated 
rofits, actually on hand May 31 
as shown by the company’s data 

to be $7,427,094. Under the com- 
pany’s proposal, it would be able 
to add more than $500,000 a year 
to the surplus, after paying a $1 
dividend. 

Publie Service Co. is controlled 
by National City Lines, Inc., of 
Chicago, which owns almost half 
of the St. Louis utility’s stock. 
National City Lines, buying for- 
tuitously, before the transit sys- 
tem started making wartime prof- 
its, paid only a fraction under 
$2.18 a share for its stock. 


An annual earning of $1.38 a 
share on Public Service stock 
would be equivalent to a vield of 
63 per cent on the holding com- 
pany’s investment in the St. Louis 
concern. At the recent market 
price of about $10.75 a share for 
Public Service stock, an earning 
of $1.38 a share would be at the 
rate of about 13 per cent. 


Estimated Profit. 


Net annual income available for 
the stockholders, if the fare rise 
is granted, is figured by Public 
Service Co. as $2,032,795. 

In contrast, it figures net an- 
nual income for the stockholders 
would be $1,041,566, if the exist- 
ing fare rates are retained. That 
would amount to not quite 71 
cents a share. In the case of the 
shares held by National City Lines 
it would be equivalent to a yield 
of 3212 per cent, while in the case 
of shares bought at the current 
market level this earning would 
be at the rate of about 6 2-3 per 
cent. 

Indicated basis of Public Serv- 
fce Co.’s calculations is a 12- 
month period projected from June 
1 this year. For this base period 
it estimated operating revenue at 
$26,690,000 at present fares, or 
$28,945,000 at the proposed rates. 
(Actual operating revenue for the 
calendar year 1951 was $25,982,- 
444.) 

Similarly, the company esti- 
mated operating expenses at $25,- 
873,284 at present fares, or $27,- 
137,055 at the proposed schedule. 
The chief difference is that in- 
come and certain other taxes 
would go up with the rise in rev- 
enue. (Actual operating expenses, 
including income tax provision, 
for 1951 were $25,023,771.) 

The company showed that basic 
operating expenses, apart from 
taxes and depreciation charges, 
would be $48,000 higher under 
the proposed new fares than the 
present fares. This increase rep- 


resents the estimated cost of col- 
lecting zone fares, John C. Baine, 
company president, told the 
Post-Dispatch. Baine said | that 
the expense figure used was a 
composite, including in part the 
period the last fare increase, so 
that it is believed to be fairly 
representative of future expenses. 
Reasons in Seeking Hike. 

The company has cited two 
principal reasons for seeking a 
new fare rise: Increased labor 
costs and the sharp competition 
of the private automobile, as mani- 
fested in St. Louis and many 
other cities. It also referred to 
the continued high level of taxes 
and of costs for materials. 

In its detailed showing today, it 
gave $1,227,127 as the annual in- 
crease of wages resulting from 
recent union contract changes. 
The chief group of employes were 
raised 15 cents an hour, This 
contrasts with the total fare in- 
crease sought of $2,255,000, Since 
added expenses are deductible 
for income tax purposes, they 
amount to an offset for added 
revenue, 

Thus Public Service Co. ap- 
pears to be asking for more than 
$1,000,000 in revenue in addition 
to the sum needed to meet the 
wage increases. 

Valuation of Public Service 
Co.’s utility property, that is, its 
base for rate-making purposes, 
was reported by the company: as 
$44,259,454, as of May 31. This 
appeared to be essentially in line 
with accepted standards of the 
Missouri commission. 

However, the tacit policy of the 
state commission, as shown in 
various postwar utility cases, is 
to deduct the entire amount of the 
accumulated depreciation reserve 
from the all-over valuation in ar- 
riving at a rate base of the type 
commonly called “net base.” 

Public Service Co. had a depre- 
ciation reserve of $17,079,214 May 
31. Deducting this would result 
in a net base of $27,180,239—the 
sum on which the company would 
be considered entitled to earn 
profits under the _ regulatory 
process. (Transit companies never 
have been subject to the com- 
mission’s controversial Order 38A 
concerning treatment of deprecia- 
tion.) 

On the net base, the company’s 
figures show that it would earn a 
return, or profit, at the rate of 
7.8 per cent under the proposed 
higher fares. They show the re- 
turn would be 4.16 per cent under 
continuation of present fares. 

It is significant that in the last 
Missouri telephone rate _ case 
Southwestern Bell Telephone Co. 
sought a return of 7.8 per cent on 
a net base and the Missouri com- 
mission allowed it 6.45 per cent, 
which was approximately the 
level this commission has allowed 
of late in various cases. 

If the commission should under- 
take to apply the same reason- 
ing in the transit fare case, a 6.45 
per cent return would amount to 
about $1,750,000 for Public Serv- 
ice Co., and call for granting the 
bulk of the fare increase sought. 


As an past cases, Public Service 
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Co. fs arguing, on the basis of 
complicated accounting reasons, 
that appreciably more than half 
of its depreciation reserve should 
not be counted, in any application 
of the depreciation rule in its 
case. The company’s theory has 
been sharply contested heretofore 
by the city and by the commis- 
sion’s technical staff, and has not 
been Yecognized by the comis- 
sion, 

Circumstances in the present 
case might make the argument 
more material this time. Under 
the company’s theory as to the 
applicable size of the depreciation 
reserve, the profit return on a 
net base would be only 5.76 per 
cent at the higher fares, or 3.07 
per cent at present fares. 


Public Service Co. is in the 
simple position of having only two 
items of capital—a single isssue 
of capital stock (plus the surplus 
or accumulated profits), and notes 
secured by mortgages on transit 
vehicles. There are 1,470,338 
shares of stock outstanding. The 
company showed today that its 
equipment notes as of May 31 
were at the relatively low level of 
$3,153,722, a third of which was 
due to be paid off within a year. 


Labor Cost Rise Cited. 

Gaylord C. Burke, vice presi- 
dent and general counsel of Pub- 
lic Service Co., reminded the 
commission, in an opening state- 
ment, that the labor cost had 
risen since the last fare increase 
case was heard. 


“We believe,” he said, “that 
such increased costs are reason- 
able and proper under the cir- 
cumstances and should now be 
taken into account by this com- 
mission for an upward adjustment 
of fares. °* 


“The company believes that it 
should be entitled to the oppor- 
tunity to earn the rate of return 
recognized as being fair by the 
commission and the courts for 
other public utilities operating in 
Missouri. As a regulated utility, 
we believe that we should be ac- 
corded no different treatment 
than that recognized as just and 
reasonable for other regulated 
utilities in Missouri, if the com- 
pany is to have the ability to con- 
tinue to render adequate and suf- 
ficient service to the community.” 


The city of St. Louis is repre- 
sented at the hearing by City 
Counselor James E. Crowe, As- 
sociate Counselor Forrest G. Fer- 
ris Jr., utility specialist, and three 
members of the aldermanic transit 
committee, Everett J. Taylor, 
chairman, and Clinton T. Watson 
and Raymond A, Egan. 


Crowe’s Statement. 


Crowe, in an opening statement, 
took note of the severe competi- 
tion of the private automobile 
and the greatly increased wages 
of transit employes. 

It is “obviously impossible,” 
Crowe suggested, to establish 
fares high enough to yield the 
level of profit ordinarily sought 
on utility investments. 


“From all indications,” he said, 
“from this company’s history and 
the national condition of the 
transit industry, the prospect of 
a full rate of return is only a 
mirage. It would seem that the 
courts would recognize this fac- 
tual situation. 

“The mathematical formula by 
which fare increases are justified 
is simply unrealistic. Under this 
mathematical formula almost any 
amount of fare increase could. be 
justified. It is our hope that the 
commission will take a realistic 
attitude and arrive at a result 
which is most likely to give the 
best service at the lowest possi- 
ble cost.” 

Thus Crowe’s position appeared 
to amount to a tacit admission

Postwar Increase Record 

The postwar spiraling of St. 
Louis transit fares began in Aug- 
ust 1947, when the price of the 
old weekly pass was increased 
from $1.25 to $1.50 and other 
special forms of pass were in- 
creased in price also. The basic 
cash fare stayed at 10 cents until 
August 1949, when it went to 12 
cents; it rose to 15 cents in 
December 1950 and to 17 cents 
last March. 

During this period of rising 
fares, Public Service Co.’s gross 
operating revenue did not fluctu- 
ate sharply. The revenue in 1947 
was $25,497,000; the highest it; 
went thereafter was 5.9 per cent 
higher, in 1948, and the lowest 
was. 3.4 per cent lower, in 1950. 
Last year’s revenue was 1.9 per 
cent higher than that of 1947. 

Meanwhile the number of reve- 
nue passengers has declined 
sharply and ‘steadily—from 376,- 
155,000 in 1947 to 198,613,000 last 
year, as reported by the company 
to the state commission. In the 
same period, the average fare (all 
types of fares) rose from 6.7 cents 
in’ 1947 to slightly more than 12.9 
cents last year.

STEVENSON SLAMS

CHICAGO, July 14 (UP)—Gov. 
Adlai E. Stevenson amended the 
traditional “I do not choose to 
run” statement when he wise- 
cracked that if he were nominated 
for President, “I would shoot my- 
self.” 


The Illinois governor “slammed 
the door” on the draft-Stevenson 
movement yesterday and made 
the strongest of his many state- 
ments that he ‘does not want the 
Democratic presidential nomina- 
tion. 

“I have been trying to slam the 
door for the last five months,” 
Stevenson said at a press confer- 
ence at Camp Ripley, Minn., 
where he had gone to review the 
Illinois National Guard. 

“For the last time, I am not 
going to runf or the Democratic, 
presidential nomination,” he said. 
“I’m not interested in the job.” 

Then the reluctant dark horse 
was asked the question that al- 
ways creeps into his press con- 
ferences. Would he accept a 
“draft?” 

“I would shoot myself,” the 
governor quipped. 

“I have made my bed, and I’m 
going to sleep in it,” Stevenson 
said. This, evidently, was a ref- 
erence to his decision to run only 
for re-election as governor of 
Illinois. 

“Filings for office closed Jan. 
20, and.if,I were .to pull out now 
it would force the Democratic 
State Central Committee to select 
a candidate and would give him 
only a short time to campaign.

WASHINGTON, July 14 (AP)— 
Fifty-three Democratic Congress- 
men today urged a plank in their 
party’s platform calling for a law 
to require that all .political par- 
ties hold nation-wide presidential 
primaries. 
The recommendation that the 
people be given more of a say in 
the nomination of candidates was 
made by both Senate and House 
members. 
Legislation proposing such a 
change was introduced this year, 
but Congress did not act on it. 
Among those recommending 
such a plank in the party plat- 
form were Senator Estes Kefauver 
of Tennessee, a candidate for the |f 
party’s presidential nomination, 
and the campaign managers of 
three other candidates — Vice 
President Alben W. Barkley, Sen- 
ator Richard B. Russell of Geor- 
gia, and Mutual Security Admin- 
istrator Averell Harriman. 
The proposal was made in a 
petition to the platform commit- 


tee. 


Point to G.O.P. Squabble. 

In a statement announcing this, 
Senators Douglas of Illinois and | 
Smathers of Florida and Repre- | 
sentative Bennett of Florida said | 

“disgraceful events” disclosed at | 
the Republican national conven- | 
tion last week emphasized the | 
need for changing the method of | 
picking presidential candidates. | 

Under a plan offered in Con-| 
gress by Douglas and Bennett, | 
the attorney general would be| 
directed to work out agreements | 
with states to conduct presiden-| 
tial preferential primaries, with. 
the Federal Government sharing 
the cost. 

The Government would pay the 
states up to 20 cents for each 
vote cast. The states would pro- 
vide election personnel, registra- | | 
tion Books and other facilities. | ; 

Although the outcome of the) 
primaries would not necessarily | 
bind convention delegates, Doug- | 
las and Bennett said they prob-| 
ably would exert a “strong. 
persuasive influence” on their | 
decisions. 

Such a change would not re- | 
quire a constitutional amend-| 
ment, and could be voted into 
law by Congress. 

Hearings This Week. 

Smathers, on the other hand, 
proposed a constitutional amend- 
ment that would replace the con- 
vention system entirely with di- 
rect primaries. 

The reform recommended in 
today’s petition apparently refers 
to the Douglas-Bennett plan. 

Douglas, Smathers and Bennett 
said that the petition asking the 
Democratic tonvention to adopt 

the proposal as party policy had 
been sent to Representative Mc- 
Cormack of Massachusetts, chair- 
man of the platform committee, 
and that testimony in support of 
it would be presented at the com- 
mittee’s hearings in Chicago 
Wednesday. The Democratic con- 
vention will open next Monday. 

“We believe that the inclusion 
of a nation-wide presidential pri- 
mary plank in the Democratic 
party platform will serve as an 
answer to the back-room dealing 
and bargain-hunting of a small 
group of political leaders and to 
the other glaring imperfections in 
the present nominating proced- 
ure,” Douglas, Smathers and’ 
Bennett said. 

‘Disgraceful Events.’ 

Then, in an obvious reference 
to the battle between the forces 
of Senator Robert A. Taft and 
Dwight D. Eisenhower over con- 
tested southern delegations at the 
G.O.P. convention, their eer 
ment continued: 

“These have been underlined 
by the disgraceful events in a 
number of states revealed at the 
Republican convention and could 
of course be repeated in any 
party’s nominating procedures. 

“A eee majority of the people 
of this country properly demand 
immediate reforms. A national 
presidential primary would be a 
significant move to prevent such 
future disgraces. 

“Delegate contests can only be 
decisively decided in the voting 
booth of the presidential primary. 
A national convention cangot ac- 
curately express the will of the 
people.” 

The suggested plank in the pe- 
tition to the platform committee 
recites that both President Tru- 
man and another Democratic 
President, Woodrow Wilson, have 
advocated a national presidential 
primary

BEGIN SKY WATCH 
FORENEMY PLANES 


But 350,000 More Are 
Needed, Air Force Says 
—Truman Calls for Co- 


operation. 


WASHINGTON, July 14 (AP)— 
Civilian eyes and ears today 
plugged the gaps in America’s . 
radar screen in a round-the-clock 
sky watch to guard the United 
States from sneak air attacks. 

More than 150,000 volunteers 
began going on shifts at about 
6000 stations in 27 states stretched 
across the northern rim of the * 
‘country. However, the Air Force 
'said it urgently needs another 
350,000 civilians to do the job 
| properly. 
| President Truman backed up the 
air watcher recruiting drive over 
the weekend with the statement 
| that every citizen who co-operates 
| “is helping to prevent the war 
none of us wants to happen.” 


Pointing out that every possible 
second of warning before an at- 
tack would save lives and vital 
facilities, Truman said: 


‘Can’t Risk’ Unpreparedness. 


“We cannot risk being caught 
unprepared to defend ourselves. 
We must have a trained force of 
skywatchers. . . 
| “Our greatest hope of peace lies 

|in being so strong and well pre- 
| pared that bur enemies will not 
dare attack us.” 

The lookouts are needed, the 
| Air Force explained, to make up 
'for the scientific weakness of ra- 
dar. For one thing radar cannot 

reach beyond the earth’s curva- 
| ture. For another, it cannot de- 
‘tect planes sneaking in under 
5000 feet in mountainous or hilly 
country. 

| The Air Force had wanted te 
start the civilian watch in May 
because experts said the most 
favorable time for long-distance 
attack over the top of the world 
was from May through September. 
The start was postponed until to- 
day, however, because the fed- 
eral air defense organization said 
it didn’t have enough people to 
man the stations on a 24-hour 
basis.

Gains in Position. 

In conjunction with this pro- 
| gram, the Army last month dis- 
| closed it had moved anti-aircraft 
| batteries into positions of readi- 
|ness around strategic targets. 
| Exact locations were not disclosed 
but. generally the guns were 
placed around vulnerable indus- 
trial plants, big cities and Air 
Force centers. 

The air watchers, using bfhocu- 
lars, will report suspicious or un- 
identified aircraft to 32 filter sta- 
tions.

Jet interceptors will be ready 
on a 24-hour alert to meet any 
verified threat. . 

Remote Posts Ruled Out. 

Col. Paul F. Armstrong, Illinois 
state co-ordinator for ground ob- 
servation for civilian defense, said 
remote and lonely lookout posts 
generally have been ruled out by 
the Air Force. 

“The reason is that observers 
must be close to established and 
reliahle phone service,” he said. 

The remotest midwestern ob- 
servation post he knows of is in 
a small Illinois community where 
the station is located atop the 
general‘ store. 

The watcher network extends 
across the Canadian border and 
the northernmost Atlantic and 
Pacific coastal states. The states 
are: 

Maine, New Hampshire, ' Ver- 
mont, Massachusetts, New York, 
New Jersey, Connecticut, Rhode 
Island, Pennsylvania, Delaware, 
Maryland, Virginia, West Vir- 
ginia, Ohio, Indiana, Michigan, 
Illinois, Wisconsin, Minnesota, 
Iowa, North Dakota, South Da- 
kota, Montana, Idaho, Washing- 
ton, Oregon and California.

TO JUSTICE DEPT. 


Senator Morse Charges 
Action Indicates Case 
Is Being ‘Ducked and 
Evaded.’ 


WASHINGTON, July 14 (UP)— 
The State Department has asked 
the Justice Department to inves-| 
tigate documents which are al- | 
leged to reveal high-powered op- | 
erations among top Government | 
officials by the so-called “China | 
lobby.” | 

It was learned today that Un-| 
dersecretary of State David Bruce | 
has asked the Justice Department | 
to “take appropriate action.” 

Senator Morse (Rep.), Oregon, | 


in April made public a series of | 


dispatches from Nationalist Chi- 


nese officials in this country to 


Generalissimo Chiang Kai-shek. 
The messages were purported to 
revéal how the Chinese sought 
a “secret” pipeline to high Demo- 
cratic officials in 1950. 


Denial on Messages. 

Most of the dispatches were 
signed by Chen Chi-mai, now 
minister counselor at the Chinese 
embassy here. Chen has denied 
the authenticity of the contro- 
versial messages. 

Morse asked the State Depart- 
ment last month to find out 
whether the documents were 
false or whether the Chinese em- 
bassy officials were lying. 

“T am convinced that the cable- 
grams which I introduced into 
the (Congressional) Record are 
authentic,” Morse said. “If they 
are, then these Chinese officials 
have lied to me. 

“If they have lied to a United 
States Senator, whether it is I or 
any other Senator, then they 
Should be recalled by their gov- 
ernment.” 

Bruce, replying to Morse, said 
the State Department lacked fa- 
cilities for determining whether 
the documents were false. Bruce 
said he was asking the Justice 
Department to take action on 
Morse’s request. 

“Ducking” the Issue. 

Morse wrote back to Bruce, 
charging that the State Depart- 
ment was “ducking” the China 
lobby issue. 

“You people in the Department 
of State have ducked and evaded 
this matter,” Morse told Bruce, 
“with the result that you have 
left the impression with many 
people that you are afraid of 
the issue, because a thorough in- 
vestigation of it might prove em- 
barrassing to the Department of 
State, as well as to others in 
the Administration, past and pres- 


ent.” I | 


Morse last month introduced 
into the Congressional Record 
more messages alleged to reveal 
that Nationalist Gen. C. J. Chow 
had sent what Morse called “elab- 
orate instructions for espionage” 
to his men here to get United 
States atomic secrets in 1948. 
The messages also were alleged to 
disclose that Chow requested his 
agents to learn about military 
targets in the United States. 


PLANE 50 M.P.H. 


EL SEGUNDO, Calif., July 14 
(AP)—A streamlined, cigar-shaped 
bomb that will enable planes car- 
rying it externally to fly 50 miles 
an hour faster than with the 
older type bombs was announced 
yesterday by the Navy.

Plan Offers Utility Chance to Buy 


Fuel Cheaper and Boost Revenue 


It Would Eliminate Need for Increasing Pipe- 


line Capacity as New Customers Are 
Added—Whether It Will Cut Cost to Con- 


sumers Not Conceded Yet.

LOT of cold figures tell the physical and financial story back 
A: Laclede Gas Co.’s proposal, announced yesterday, for a 

huge underground storage reservoir to warm more St. Louis 
homes with natural gas. 

They stem from the condition known as “load factor,” which 
means simply the percentage relationship of the annual delivery 
. gas by the southern pipeline to the maximum capacity of that 
ine. 


The pipeline has to be big, rep- 
resenting a big financial invest- 
ment, in order to meet the heavy 
winter heating demand here, but 
during much of the year it is 
called on to deliver only a frac- 
tion of its capacity—meaning poor 
load factor. More heating cus- 
tomers would call for more pipe- 
line capacity, unless a nearby 
storage scheme could be created. 
Thus the proposed storage reser- 
voir northeast of Florissarit can 
be filled from the pipeline in 
summer, so more customers can 
be served in winter—and the 
over-all load factor will be im- 
proved, that is, the percentage 
relationship will rise. 


Can Increase Revenue. 

At the same time, Laclede can 
greatly increase its gross revenue, 
while buying the reserve gas sup- 
ply more cheaply than it could 
get it in winter. The added reve- 
nue will help carry the estimated 
$10,000,000 investment for the 
siorage system. 

Laclede figures on taking on 
at least 50,000 more house-heat- 
int customers, if the storage 
scheme proves feasible. It esti- 
mates the gross revenue they 
would add at $6,000,000 a year. 
(That would amount to a 21 per 
cent increase over the business 
of the last fiscal year.) 

Under terms of Laclede’s con- 


prospective 50,000 customers that 
could be added with underground 
storage. 

With the increase to 155,000 
heating customers, Laclede esti- 
mates that a winter day with 
minimum temperature of zero 
would call for 418,000,000 cubic 
feet of gas. It would meet this 
demand as follows: Pipeline, 268,- 
000,000 cubic feet; manufacture, 
50,000,000; storage withdrawal, 
100,000,000. 

Obviously, that extta 100,000,- 
000 cubic feet, without storage, 
would call for a greatly, an ex- 
pensively, enlarged pipeline, and 
badly upset old man Load Factor. 
However, Mississippi wants to in- 
crease the carrying capacity of 
the present pipeline system by 
added compressors, which Laclede 
thinks might enable the pipeline 
to give it an additional 32,000,000 
cubic feet a day. 

That could be used through tak- 
ing on still more heating custom- 
ers. Laclede is convinced, with 
good evidence, that the market is 
here. It thinks St. Louis and St. 
Louis county are good for more 
than 200,000 heating customers 
all told, which would be about 
100,000 more than at present, 
compared with the 50,000 figured 
on in the storage scheme.

VEN in the jubilant aftermath of Gen. Eisenhower’s triumph, 
the bitterness stil] filled the Republican convention hail. ‘ Al- 
though Senator Taft was a wonderfully good sport about it, the 
rank and file of the Republican Old Guard are taking their resound- 


Republican policy in the 1920s. 
Eisenhower, the Republican 
candidate nominated over the 
Old Guard's united opposition, is 
the first of the party’s nominees 


to enter the lists with no alba- 
trosses. 


Here, in this convention, there 
has been visual proof that this is 
so. This convention has revealed 
a lusty, sane and realistic Repub- 
lican party whose existence would 
hardly be suspected by anyone 
watching the misleadingly con- 
spicuous antics of the Neander- 
thal Republicans in Congress. 

By an accident of political 
geography, the Republican Old 
Guardsmen and extremists are 
over-represented in the Congress, 
and especially in the Senate. 
Here in Chicago, the right-wing 
congressional Republicans have 
been in Taft’s corner, almost to 
the last man. 

But we have also seen here no 
less than 25 Republican Gover- 
nors, most of them young, but 
vigorous and progressive, repre- 
senting a grass roots Republican 
party quite different from the 
often-sorry party the Congress 
shows. Of these Governors, no 
less than 22 have been in Gen. 
Eisenhower's corner from the 
start. 

No party that can muster 25 
such Governors is necessarily a 
minority party. Their mere exist- 
ence implies that the Republicans 
can carry national elections if Re- 
publican national candidates will 
only tackle national. problems in 
the spirit of these Governors tack- 
ling their state problems.

Curbs Hamper Mutual Security

The President said that “we 
are working night and day to help 
build up the military and eco- 
nomic strength” of America’s 
friends and Allies throughout the 
world and spending “substantial 
sums Of money” to help make

To is end, he added, the 
United States has been urging 
these countries to increase pro- 
duction, reduce tariffs and ex- 
pand their foreign trade so that 
they can “expand their dollar 
earnings and progressively reduce 
their dependence on our aid.” 

“Yet at the same time,” he 
continued, “we find growing up 
in this country an increasing body 
of restrictive laws attempting to 
further the interests of particu- 
lar American producers by cut- 
ting down the imports of various 
foreign goods which can offer 
competition in the American 
market.

The President instructed the 
board to “proceed on an inde- 
pendent basis, not subordinated 
in any way to the Government 
agencies concerned,” so that its 
findings would have “the widest 
possible influence.” As a first 
step toward insuring such inde- 
pendence of action, he said that 
Mutual Security Administrator 
Averell Harriman, who is legally 
the board’s chairman, had sug- 
gested that he should not serve 
in this investigation and the 
President had agreed that the 
group should name its own.acting 
chairman.

British Exports 
In June. Decline 
To 18-Month Low 


Decrease Offsets Ear- 
lier Signs of Im- 
proved Economic 
Picture.

LONDON, July 14. 
FEW recent signs of hope for 
the British economy were 
counteracted over the week- 

end by a report that the nation’s 

exports sagged in June to their 
lowest level for almost 18 months. 

The Conservative government 
of Prime Minister Winston 
Churchill has based a large part 
of its drive for national solvency 
upon a program of greatly ex- 
panded exports, but the latest 
figures make Chancellor of the 
Exchequer Richard A. Butlar’s 
projected export surplus for the 
second half of 1952 appear out of 
the question. 

Shortly before the trade’ statis- 
tics were made ‘public, financial 
observers found encouragement 
in a number of other develop- 
ments. Among these were a rec- 
ord June rate of steel output: 
a betterment in coal supplies and 
a hopeful forecast for future coal 
production, and the first monthly 
fall in national unemployment 
since a recession started late last 
year. 

Briefly summarized, the Board 
of Trade’s provisional monthly re- 
port indicates that imports last 
month were £276,700,000 ($774,- 
700,000), the lowest since Febru- 
ary 1952. Exports declined a few 
per cent to £185,000,000 ($518- 
090,000). Taking re-exports of 
£ 8,300,000 ($23,240,000) into ac- 
count the June trade deficit was 
£ 83,400,000 ($233,520,000). 

These figures were gloomy 
enough to cause the financial edi- 
tor of the Manchester Guardian 
to comment that “we are not mak- 
ing headway against the unbal- 
ance with the present financial 
and commercial policies.” 

One factor that appears to be 
plaguing Churchill’s eight-month- 
old government is the failure of 
its policy of “austerity” and in- 
creased import restrictions to 
prove as effective as had been ex- 
pected. 

The benefit of the import 
Slashes has been partly canceled 
out by import restrictions im- 
posed against British goods by at 
least one other major purchaser 
inside the Commonwealth (Aus- 
tralia). Likewise, some Continen- 
tal nations from whom the British 
are buying less merchandise have 
begun to buy less from the Brit- 
ish, although not necessarily in 
retaliation.

Facts Instead of Oratory 

Hard as.they used it, the Old Guard orators at 
the Republican convention did not originate the 
formula for the old-line political speech. Ameri- 
can voters have been assailed for years by rhe- 
torical concoctions consisting of one part of 
platitudes calculated to offend nobody, and one 
part of sharply barbed and thoroughly exag- 
gerated attacks on the villainy of the opposition. 
No doubt that is why the American voter has 
grown so impervious to most political oratory, 
and why he is so appreciative of a clear, factual 
exposition as, for example, Stuart Symington’s 
Sunday talk on foreign policy. 

Mr. Symington might have been forgiven had 
he denounced the machinations of his rival for 
the Democratic senatorial nomination, but in- 
stead he devoted himself to the biggest problem 
he will face if elected to the Senate. He did not 
waste much time on the fundamentals of United 
States foreign policy. Quite simply, he said that 
“the purpose of American foreign policy is to 
maintain the independence, the integrity and 
the prosperity of our country.” Everybody agrees 
on that. Also that we are a peaceful people, not 
bent on war but determined to be armed against 
aggression. The real issues arise from the im- 
plementation of these broad fundamentals; and 
to these issues Mr. Symington addressed himself.

He recalled his recommendation as Chairman 
of the National Security Resources Board to 
President Truman in 1951: “The maintenance 


of peace requires (1) a policy designed to take » 


the political offensive away from the Soviet 
leaders who have.-asserted their intent to 
destroy this and other free governments; (2) 
an efficiently planned defense build-up mutually 
with the rest of the free warld based on this 
policy; and (3) maximum utilization for this 
defense of not only our own dwindling re- 
sources, but of the resources of the entire free 
world.” 

Specifically, Mr. Symington reviewed Commu- 
nist threats in the Middle East, in Greece, in 
Turkey and in Korea. Specifically also he re- 
viewed the various counter-measures: the Tru- 
man Doctrine, the North Atlantic Treaty Organ- 
ization, the Organization of-American States, 
the Pacific pacts and, above all, American par- 
ticipation in the United Nations. 

All these measures Mr. Symington supported 
and continues to support. And he insisted most 
emphatically on economic aid: UNRRA, the Mar- 
shall Plan, the General Agreement on Tariffs 
and Trade, the International Bank for Recon- 
struction and Development, the International 
Materials Conference and Point Four. These are 
important weapons because, as he Said, ‘the 
threat of Communism lies in the human misery 
and unrest on which all totalitarianism thrives.”

But these programs are expensive. Instead of 
glossing over their cost, Mr. Symington empha- 
sized it. He insisted on more efficiency and more 
economy in their administration. He warned es- 
pecially against the delusion that our resources 
—our raw materials—are inexhaustible. The 
United States must take more account of this 
by doing more to increase production elsewhere 
in the world. 

Here, then was a facts-and-figures speech. 
There were no ringing apostrophes to freedom, 
the sort of oratory which may sound fine but 
which says little. Instead, there was a dollars- 
and-cents discussion of the cost of freedom— 
and a suggestion on how that cost might be low- 
ered. 

This one speech, we would say, is worth more 
than a hundred blind demands for lower taxes, 
It indicates the sort of practical approach which, 
in the long run, may actually result in lower* 
taxes. It does not rate very high by the stand- 
ards of old-fashioned political oratory, but it is 
a mighty persuasive indication of how useful 
Mr. Symington could be in the Senate of the 
United States.

The Old Guard Still There 


New faces have appeared at the top of the 
Republican National Committee, Guy G. Ga- 
brielson of New Jersey, who-embarrassed Demo- 
cratic-scandal shunting Republicans in Congress 
by asking for Joan,changes at the RFC, is out of 
the chairmanship. In the Taft, supporter’s place 
is Arthur E. Summerfield of Michigan, who will 
now direct the Eisenhower campaign. There are 
other changes in the top command. 


Does this foretell a complete new look in 
the G.O.P.’s general staff for the political war 
ahead? It would be very risky to say so. In 
fact it would overlook the character of many of 
the state committeemen who will-serve diréctly 
under the chairman. 3 

An example. or two will suggest that the 
leopard may not yet’ be ready to change his 
spots. Ohio Republicans, for example, have 
re-elected .as their national committeeman Con- 
gressman ; Clarence J. Brown, who is as unre- 
constructed an Old Guardsman as there is in

for four more years—until after the: 1956 na- 
tional convention. © 


Illinois Republicans have elected a new elation. 
al committeeman to take the place of Werner 
W.- Sehroeder of Chicago. But the Illinois 
G.O.P. only replaced one devoted member of the 
Old Guard with another—former Senator C. 
Wayland Brooks. Four years ago Brooks was 
buried under a majority of more than 400,000 for 
his progressive opponent, Paul H. Douglas. Yet 
Brooks now turns up as a Republican national 
committeeman to serve for four years. 


Other examples could be cited of the survival 
of the Old Guard in the high councils of the 
party. It is much too soon to measure the 
extent of the triumph of the Lodges and Dris- 
colls and Duffs in terms of the actual operation 
of the party organization. The Old Guard has 
been beaten but it is still there. As someone 
said—long before the day of Douglas Mac- 
Arthur—“the Old Guard never surrenders!” 
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Mr. Elliott Raises an Issue 

Howard Elliott of Ladue has raised an im- 
portant issue in his campaign for the Republican 
gubernatorial nomination. The first task of 
Missouri’s next state administration, he says, 
should be adoption of a nonpartisan congres- 
sional redistricting law that would give the state 
true representation in Washington. 

This may be no more than the usual flowery 
promise of a hot campaign. But if Mr. Elliott 
could bring it off, he would perform a public 
service of first magnitude. For the existing dis- 
tricts represent an awkward Democratic gerry- 
mander that short-changes the urban voter and 
ignores the principal of equal representation. 
Mr. Elliott has produced a fine proposal. Will 
the other candidates meet the challenge? 
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Late Switch on Steel Prices 

At a White House conference Presidential 
Assistant John R. Steelman is reported to have 
assured steel industry leaders that they will be 
granted at least a $5 price increase. This assur- 
ance, together with a new offer by the compa- 
nies for settlement of the union shop issue, is 
believed to have brightened prospects for settle- 
ment of a strike that has run far too long. 

The Government’s switch on prices was an 
inevitable consequence of the Government's ap- 
proval last March of a wage settlement. that 
broke the previous stabilization formulas. The 
Post-Dispatch and others pointed this out at the 
time. As we argued then, neither a dent in 
the wage line nor a dent in the price line was 
desirable, but since the wage line had been brok- 
en a moderate price increase was preferable to 
a costly and bitter strike. 

But to face the realities at that time did not 
suit President Truman’s purposes. He took up 
a. mock-heroie position against any price increase 
beyond the $2 to $3 permissible under the Cape- 
hart amendment, and members of his Admin- 
istration showered forth a rain of statistics to 
prove that any extra increase was wholly un- 
thinkable, Charles E. Wilson, who held that 
steel was entitled to a $5 or $6 price increase 
to meet the Government-backed WSB wage pro- 
posal, resigned in the furore. 

Now in mid-July the Administration is coming 
around to the position it so resolutely renounced 
in. March—but -coming -areund. after -a- six-week 
strike which with other work stoppages has cost 
the defense effort one-tenth of a year’s produc- 
tion of steel., The record of bungling in this 
case is complete. 
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New Germ War Propaganda 

The Chinese Communist radio and the offi- 
cial Peiping newspaper, the People’s Daily, are 
again. accusing the United Nations forces in Ko- 
rea of bacteriological warfare. There is a temp- 
tation to shrug off this weary-making propagan- 
da as utterly discredited, but to do so might be 
a serious mistake. 

It may be argued that the United States de- 
manded an investigation of the charge by the 
International Red Cross, and that this investiga- 
tion was blocked by a Russian veto in the United 
Nations, thus demonstrating the insincerity of 
the accusation. It can also be pointed out that 
the Russians have -now vetoed a second resolu- 
tion in the Security Council, one which declared 
that, since the accusers prevented an investiga- 
tion, the charge “must be presumed to be with- 
out substance and false.” , 

That is good logic, and it must appeal to most 
of the world—that is, the non-Communist world 
which took no stock in the accusation in the 
first place. But there are some areas—India and 
Pakistan, for example—in which the propaganda 
may do some damage . unless it is thoroughly 
discredited. And as demonstrated by the East

Congress Backed the Foreign Policy

Eighty-second Congress, now adjourned, wound up generally ap- 
proving Administration foreign policy, editorial says; cites funds 
given assistance programs, vote on German treaty; ‘policy seems 
more bipartisan than attacks on Mr. Acheson indicate.

Aithough the Ejighty-second Congress, 
now adjourned, attacked President Tru- 
man’s ddministration of foreign affairs 
bitterly at times, it wound up by general- 
ly approving with its votes the major ele- 
ments of Administration foreign policy. 

Perhaps the most important evidence of 
this was the overwhelming Senate vote in 
favor of including Germany under the pro- 
tection of the North Atlantic treaty and 
in favor of the peace contract with the 
German Republic. These votes constituted 
an endorsement of 
the European De- 
fense Community 
which Secretary 
Acheson has been 
actively promoting. 

Congress cut for- 
eign aid funds sharp- 
ly, but it still came 
through with = sub- 
stantial appropria- 
tions to back up our 
military assistance 
and economic § aid 
(defense support) 
programs abroad. 
The cuts in appropri- 
ations are not as 
large as they look, for the Administration 
has been unable to use previous appropri-

ations as rapidly as had been expected. 


The Republican-Southern Democrat co- 
alition which largely controlled things in 
the Eighty-second Congress tried hard to 
economize. In effect, it told the Adminis- 
tration that it would favor continuing the 
general programs for building a strong 
collective security system—but to hold 
the cost down! 


If the reductions in appropriations be- 


low the Administration requests prove to 
be too great, the next Congress meeting 
in January could correct the mistake be- 
before serious damage is done. 

The congressional drive for economy re- 
sulted in fairly large cuts in military 
spending, also. But when everying is added 
up, Congress was able to slice only about 
six billion dollars out of President Tru- 
man’s 85-billion-dollar budget. 


Perhaps the most serious cut made dur- 
ing the last session was in the funds avail- 
able for technical assistance to underde- 
veloped countries, although the total 
amount involved is small. 


This program has been talked about a 
great deal by Republicans and Democrats 
alike, with almost universal approval. Ev- 
eryone agrees that helping other people to 
produce more is a good thing—for us, for 
them, and for the whole world. 


Relatively, the cost is small. Even count- 
ing all the technical assistance of the Mu- 
tual Security Administration, we probably 
are spending less than $200,000,000 a year 
for this purpose. The Technical Co-opera- 
tion Administration in the State Depart- 
ment has a budget of less than $50,000,000. 
Compared with our spending for military 
aid, this is peanuts! 

Congress has so far failed to get this 
program off the ground, though it is the 
most hopeful thing we are doing in for- 
eign affairs. 

But when all the actions of the Eighty- 
second Congress in the foreign field are 
added up, they constitute a pretty firm 
endorsement of the present foreign policy. 
Our overseas affairs are far more “biparti- 
san” than it might seem just from listen- 
ing to the verbal attacks on the State De- 
partment and Secretary Archeson. 


Crisis for Gen. De Gaulle

The odd assemblage of conservatives, 
self-seekers and churchgoers that called 
itself with some exaggeration the Rally of 
the French People seems to have reached 
a final split. The extent of the rift within 
its ranks may not be known for some time. 
But the R.P.F.' national council meeting 
has ended in Paris with a group of 20 
deputies affiliated with the party refusing 
to permit their votes to be directed by 
General De Gaulle. : 


This repudiation of the party’s perma- 
nent Jeader seems to indicate a growing 
conviction by its members that De Gaulle 
and the R.P.F. are losing ground in France. 
The dissident group has already differed 
with party leadership, which wished to 
withhold support of the economic meas- 
ures of Premier Antoine Pinay and his 
coalition government. Its members have 
now formally asserted the right to vote as 
individuals in support of any. government 
ideas. 


General De Gaulle wishes this party of 
his creation to remain outside all govern- 
ments formed without his approval, and 
to drive for power-to reform the entire 
electoral system. Until this year his fol- 
lowers have remained obedient, and have 
thus contributed considerably to the rapid 


~ 


overturn of center-party governments, none 
of which have been strong. Now the signs 
are that many of the restless ones think 
boring from within an established gov- 
ernment would be at least as successful 
as scornful criticism from without. . And 
the rightist government of Premier Pinay 
embodies many of the reform ideas Gaul- 
ists have previously endorsed. 


It must long since have become obvious 
to his followers that Gen. De Gaulle is no 
leader for a political party. The General is 
a hero. Nobody would doubt this or seek 
to lessen. the honors France accords him 
for leading the wartime Resistance. 


But the Rally of the French People was 
built around this man and the reputation 
for incorruptible honesty he justifiably 
has earned. Whether the party’s hard core 
will remain faithful to his austere ideas 
or whether it will fall apart in a snarl of 
conflicting interests and selfish aims is a 
matter for time to decide. 

There could still conceivably come a 
time when the French would summon him 
from retirement to lead them in war or 
crisis. But the time is not now, and the re- 
wards of waiting for so remote a contin- 
gency do not seem very real to his more 
impatient followers.

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Novel of Bad Manners 


THE DONKEY SHOE, by G. 8B. Stern. (Macmillan, 254 
pgs., $3.50.) 

“The Donkey Shoe,” like several other 
novels by Miss G. B. Stern, is a novel of 
manners—bad manners on the part of a 
mother and daughter. 


In her rambling, conversational style 
Miss Stern tells us about Jessica Marwood, 
darling of London’s West End stage for 40 
years, and Damaris, her daughter who was 
always getting in the way. It just wasn’t 
very convenient for Jessica to be.a mother. 


She might have given up the stage right 
after World War I if Ricky, her husband, 
hadn’t been killed in an auto accident. Or, 
if her two boys had lived, she might have 
felt compelled by a brood of three to look 
after maternal affairs instead of holding 
young male admirers. spellbound with 

her _ sophisticafed 
charm and yielding 
to a_ pathological 
craving to be the 

center of attention. 
By the time Dama- 
ris was a young 
woman her character 
was what’ you would 
expect of a. girl 
whose mother insist- 
ed she was not her 

daughter's “keeper.” 

Damaris had wanted 

her mother to her- 

self. ‘ oe “ pre- 

ferred a good-heart- 

5, stern ed fellow named Joe 
with whom she lived during most of the 
second war.- When Damaris returned from 
the finishing school her mother had 
packed her off to, she found a busy-body 
old dressmaker monopolizing Jessica’s 
life. Then there was a series of young 
actresses who flocked around Jessica, 
hoping some of her talent might rub off 
onto themselves. So Damaris found re- 
lief in alcohol, made a fool of herself over 
a man, lived alone in _a flat, and after a 
rousing scrap with one of her mother’s 
proteges didn’t see Jessica again for two 

years. 


While all of this is going on, one has the 
feeling that it isn’t quite true to life. A 
mother who willingly lets her only child, 
and one born out of true love, go to seed 
is an extraordinary phenomenon, even for 
theatre folk. A girl of Damaris’:high intel- 
ligence might have turned out slightly 
frustrated from having a mother like Jes- 
sica, but after twenty years of the same 
indifference on the part of her mother 
would she have taken to liquor as soon as 
she was old enough to buy it? These and 
other aspects of Miss Stern’s novel are 
highly implausible. 


There is material for a great novel in 
the relationship between mother and 
daughter. But “The Donkey Shoe” isn’t it. 
It’s pretty hard to take a novel like this 
one from a writer who has shown herself 
time and again to be one of the best.the 
British have to offer.

NEEL LAID FOR Bit 
AIRCRAFT CARRIER 
USS. FORRESTAL 


World’ s Largest Warship 
Can Send A-Bomb 
Planes to ‘Innermost 
Lairs’ of Communists. 


By ELTON C. FAY 

_ NEWPORT NEWS, Va., July 
14 (AP)—The Navy today laid the 
keel of a giant aircraft carrier 
whose range and planes can bring 
within reach the “innermost lairs”’ 
of any aggressor nation. 

_ Deputy Secretary of Defense 
William C. Foster described this 
as one of the capabilities of the 
60,000-ton carrier Forrestal, to be 
the biggest warship of the world’s 


‘navies when completed. 


The flush-deck carrier is de- 
signed to launch and recover 
atom-bomb carrying planes and 
heavy, swift jet. fighters to pro- 
vide for its own protection against 
enemy attack. 

Expected to Be Ready in 1954. 

The ship, first of two of the 
class which Congress so far has 
authorized, will cost an estimated 
$218,000,000, excluding cost of its 


100 or more pianes. At normal 
construction rate, the Forrestal 
will be ready to join the fleet in 
late 1954. In an emergency build- 
ing can be speeded up. 

The Forrestal is being con- 
structed by the Newport News 
Shipbuilding & Dry Dock Co., 
builder of the passenger liner 
United States which set a trans- 
Atlantic speed record on its maid- 
en trip to Europe. 

Of the Forrestal, Foster said at 
the keel-laying ceremony. 

“Let those misguided leaders of 
enslaved peoples who may con- 
template aggression weigh well 
the fact that not even in their 
innermost lairs can they escape 
the devastating force of this 
mighty weapon. 

“It is our fervent hope that 
this carrier will prove an added 
deterrent to the outbreak of an- 
other world war. ... She will 
carry to the far ends of the earth 
our championship of peace.” 

Range Not Disclosed. 

Foster did not specify in his 
speech the expected range of the 
Forrestal’s aircraft. But his men- 
tion of the “innermost lairs” of 
an aggressor power suggested tar- 
gets deep in Russia,’ now well 
beyond the 600- or 700-mile oper- 
ational radius of present-day car- 
rier-based aircraft. 

New, long range bombers are 
known to be planned or in actual 
construction for use on the For- 
restal. 

The Forrestal will grow into a 
carrier of these dimensions and 
appearance: 

A flight deck 1040 feet long, 
252 feet wide. An “island” struc- 
ture which can be retracted to 
provide an unobstructed flight 
deck. 

A speed probably above the 33 
knots rated speed for the present 
largest aircraft carrier, the 45,000- 
ton Midway. 


A bow completely enclosed up 


to the flight deck, to thrust aside 
the biggest waves. 

Television to give the crew 
“eyes” for steering and navigat- 
ing the ship when the bridge is 
retracted during. landing opera- 
tions. 

Extensive compartmentation of 
the hull to keep the ship afloat 
even though hit below waterline 
by a number of torpedoes,

DOUGLAS ASSAILS 
LONGRESS FLOP’ 
IN DOMESTIC FIELD 


Senator Blames ‘Special 
Interests’ — Says Ke- 
fauver Has Best Chance 
to Beat Eisenhower. 


WASHINGTON, July 14 (AP) 


—Senator Douglas (Dem.), Illi- 
nois, says the Eighty-second Con- 
gress which adjourned last week 
was “an utter flop” as far as 
domestic legislation was  con- 
cerned. 

He said in an interview tran- 
scribed for broadcast by Illinois 
radio stations yesterday Congress 
had “a pretty good record on 
foreign affairs and defense pre- 
paredness, but on domestic legis- 
lation it was buried in a driv- 
ing snow storm of special in- 
terests.” 

“It failed to bring Alaska and 
Hawaii into the Union as states; 
it passed a discriminatory and 
inadequate immigration -bill;: it 
failed to plug tax loopholes; it 
continued unnecessary subsidies 
and pork-barrel projects; it failed 
to strengthen the Robinson-Pat- 
man act.” 

(The Robinson-Patman act is in- 
tended to prevent discriminatory 
pricing aimed at eliminating 
competition.) 

Summing up the work of Con- 
gress, Douglas went on: 

“It passed resale price mainte- 
nance laws which will permit 
private price-fixing; it failed to 
approve the St. Lawrence seaway; 
it failed to enact presidential pri- jra 
mary legislation; it failed to make 
adequate budget reductions; it 
failed to enact an adequate de- 
fense production act; it also 
failed to enact civil rights legis- 
lation.” f 

Kefauver His Choice. 

Later, on National Broadcasting 
Co.’s television ‘‘Meet the Press” 
program Douglas asserted Senator 
Kefauver “has the best chance of 
any Democrat to beat Gen. Eisen- 
hower.” 

Douglas, who has announced 
his support of Kefauver for the 
Democratic presidential nomina- 
tion, said the campaigning Ten- 
nessean is “the choice of the peo- 
ple,” having won all state pri- 
maries he entered except one. 

Reminded by his interviewers 
that he had once suggested that 


both major political parties nomi- 
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| nate Eisenhower for the presi- 
dency, Douglas commented: 

“I did that before Ike got in 
such bad company. He’s a good 
man but he’s tied up with the 
wrong people.” 

He said Eisenhower undoubted- 
ly would be a strong G.O.P. can- 
didate but that “we have people 
equally as attractive.” 

Dougias listed what he thought 
were Kefauver’s qualifications. 
These included: (1) Kefauver’s 
age: “He’s 49”; (2) “He has the 


people’s confidence;” (3) “He has | 
spent 12 years in the House and 


Senate” and has greater govern- 
mental experience than Gen. Eis- 
enhower; (4) Kefauver “can clean 
out the camp followers in the 
Democratic party’ — men who 
have “disgraced” the party; (5) 
He will “heal the north-south feud 


(within the party) but do it on a | 


liberal: basis.” 


Douglas said he didn’t think 
President Truman’s choice for 
the nomination would be “deter- 
mining’ in the convention. But 
he said he thought the real issue 
in the presidential campaign 
would be domestic rather than 
foreign policy. 


Douglas alluded to only one 
other Democratic candidate on 
the program. He said W. Averell 
Harriman, Mutual Security Ad- 
ministrator, is “an extremely fine 
man” but “doesn’t have the pop- 
ular appeal of Kefauver.”

Teething Danger

OUR teething child can die or be permanently injured by 

é insidicus disease you parents can prevent entirely. 

Two-year-old Marilyn lived with her folks in a paint- 
peeling home. Her mother didn’t think much about it when 
Marilyn became irritable and constipated. Then Marilyn be- 
gan having frequent headaches, nausea, vomiting and pains in 
the stomach. A frightening convulsion decisively indicated the 
need for prompt medical attention. 

When the doctor closely questioned Marilyn’s mother, she 
recalled the child’s picking up flakes of paint and putting them 
in her mouth. Sometimes Marilyn gnawed on the window sill 
while cutting her teeth. “ 

Blood tests and bone X-rays proved that Marilyn had lead 
poisoning. If it had continued longer, Marilyn would have had 

‘permanent brain damage or may even have died. 
) x 2 

LEAD POISONING is a dangerous health hazard in chil- 
‘dren from 1 through 5 years of age, especially while they are 
‘teething. In the past 18 years, 220 Baltimore children suffered 
from lead poisoning and 78 of them died from it. All of these 
‘deaths could have been prevented. Therein is their. tragedy. 
Of these 220 youngsters, 121 were 2-year-olds and 191 were 
3-years-old or less. 

You can entirely prevent this disease by certain precau- 
tions. If given the chance, young children will eat anything. 
When teething, they like to bite and chew. Dofl’t allow them 
to chew painted surfaces (especially repainted woodwork) such 
as window sills, cribs, high chairs or other furniture. 

Look these surfaces over for tooth marks to see if your child 
has chewed them. If a child has something safe to chew on 
such as teething rings or hard rubber toys, he is less likely to 
bite dangerous, lead-painted materials. 

Keep your child from eating dried paint flakes by cleaning 
them up and watching your child carefully. Old paint should 
be removed from window sills and repainting done with lead- 
free paint.

WHENEVER YOU PAINT indoors, read the label on the 
paint can carefully. Be sure the paint does not contain lead 
pigment. Do not buy lead paint for indoor use. 

If you suspect that your child has been chewing a lead- 
painted surface, or if he shows any symptoms of lead poison- 
ing, take him to a doctor and suggest the possibility. He'll 
give the child a blood and X-ray examination. 

Early diagnosis and proper treatment of lead poisoning 
usually leads to recovery. Better still is removing the hazard 
entirely by scraping old paint off, carefully discarding the 
flakes, and repainting indoors with lead-free paint.

That Word “Vanguard” 


E speak of the word “van- 
W suara of a movement in 

various references, always 
with the significance of those 
first to arrive—the forerunners, 
the initiators. But usually, re- 
gardless of the connection in 
which it is used thus metaphor- 
ically, the word is reminiscent of 
marching troops, the advance 


guard of an army. And that is . 


how it started. 

“Vanguard” comes from the 
French “vantguard,” an abbrevia- 
tion of “avant-guarde”’ literally 
“fore” and “guard.” This source 
produced also “van” in the sense 
of forefront, as in Milton’s “twixt 
van and rear.” However, the 
“van,” which is a wagon or truck, 
as in “moving van,” is an abbrevi- 
ation of another word, namely 
caravan. This comes to us also 
through the French: but, for its 
origin, we go to the Persian and 
a mode of travel as old as man’s 
crossing of desert sands. 

The Persian “karwan!’ named 
not. one vehicle, but the whole 
company of travelers composed of 
merchants or pilgrims to holy 
shrines who in olden times, band- 
ed together for safety on a long. 
journey. Traversing uninhabited 
areas involved danger from rob- 
bers and often from hostile 
tribes, and a crossing of. the 
desert, whether in Arabia or 
Africa, was a venture to be un- 
dertaken in numbers and with 
considerable equipment and de- 
fensive weapons. The answer was 
in the caravan, whose Eastern 
name became familiar in Europe 
as a result of the Crusades. And 
from the wagon trains which 
made the caravans of later times, 
came the term van, as in “moving 
van.”

- Motorman Joins His Clayton 04 Trolley 


John 'Red' Carroll, Who Piloted Old Streetcar 
On Its Final Run in 1949, Also Is Retired— 
Spent Last Three Years Driving a Bus

HREE years ago, the rocky, rollicking Clayton 04 streetcar, a happy tradition 
with county commuters, bounced into the barn for the last time. 
passengers threw a big party on board that day as John “Red” Carroll piloted

the creaking old trolley on its final journey over its tree-bordered route. 
This month, without fanfare or farewells, Carroll reached his sixty-fifth birth- 


day and quietly joined the old 04 


on the Public Service Co.’s re- 
tirement list. Since cancellation 
of the streetcar route in 1949, he 
has been a driver on the Ladue 
bus line. 

“Now I’ve traded my badge for 
a kitchen apron,” he laughed, as 
his wife handed him a dish towel 
and summoned him to _ the 
kitchen. However, he expects to 
divide his spare time between 
kitchen and garden—and hopes 
the latter will win. 

Listed officially on the com- 
pany books as John, but known 
as “Red” to two generations of 
John Burroughs, Community and 
Clayton High School students, he 
left his father’s farm in Jersey- 
ville, Ill., 42 years ago to seek 
work in St. Louis. 

“I'd been herding cattle on the 
farm, so I decided to try my hand 
at herding streetcars for ,a 
change,” he recalled. “I didn’t 
have any special training and this 
sounded like a good job.” 

So he went on the payroll of 
the old United Railways in No- 
vember, 1909, at 20 cents an 
hour, straight time for overtime, 
working 10 hours and 47 minutes 
a ‘day on a split shift. His first 
assignment was on the Suburban 
Park line, now the Hodiamont. 
He was there four years, then 
transferred to Kirkwood-Fergu- 
son, back to Hodiamont, back 
again to Kirkwood-Ferguson, to 
Florissant and, 23 years ago, to 
the Clayton 04. 

That was the happiest transfer 
he ever got. 

The bright yellow trolley which 
zig-zagged over its bumpy track 
at a leisurely, if not dignified, 
pace, became the favorite of com- 
muters who dubbed Carroll “the 
dean.” He talked politics and 
business with adults, helped ro- 
mantie young St. Louisans elope 
to Clayton, listened to the troubles 
of love-sick teen-agers and be- 
came the children’s confidante 
and fellow conspirator. 

“Guess I broke every rule in 
the book except absconding with 
company funds,” drawled_ the 
auburn-haired, ruddy-faced Car- 
roll. “I remember one time one 
of the children, friend of mine, 
had taken her dog for a walk and 
had gone too far for the tired dog 
to walk back. She stopped the 
car and asked me if I'd take them 
back to Clayton. 

“T said, ‘Sure, hop in.’ I knew 
it was against the rules to let a 
dog ride but what I didn’t know 
was that an inspector was on the 
car. He reported me and I got 
called on the carpet. 

“I told ’em I'd do the same 
thing all over again.” 

In the trim home at 8032 Eller- 
ton avenue, St. Louis county, 
where Mr. and Mrs. Carroll live, 
he keeps large boxes of cherished 
letters from teen-agers, written 
while they were away at college 
or camp or on summer vacation: 
invitations to weddings and school 
banquets, autographed yearbooks 
from John Burroughs and Clay- 
ton High School. 

His was a familiar face at ma- 
jor school affairs, and recently 
a boy at Burroughs whose father 
is not living asked him to serve 
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By a Post-Dispatch Staff Photographer.

and wooed the Webster girl who 
was to become his wife, although 
he admits he was viding as a 
passenger, not the motorman, the 
evening he proposed. 

“Our house in Webster was 
right on the car line and I could 
see him go by all the time,” re- 
called Mrs, Carroll, with a wink. 
“I could always tell that way 
whether he was talking to any 
other girl.” 

“Never,” solemnly swore her 
genial husband. 

After their marriage their first 
home was also right by the car 
tracks, and Mrs. Carroll would 
interrupt her housework to run 
to the window and wave every 
time “Red” and the bell-clanging 
trolley chugged by. One day, 
though, she waited in vain to 
hear the familiar signal of the 
bell. It was snowing and as the 


hours ‘went by the drifts piled 
higher. : 

“Our daughter, Edna (now a 
copywriter for an _ advertising 
firm) kept asking where her daddy 
was. I was scared but I thought 
he was held up by the weather 
and would be home any minute. 
He didn’t get there for 22 hours!” 

“T was out in Kirkwood, caught 
in a snowdrift,” said Carroll. “It 
was March 12, 1918. Man, I'll 
never forget that day; 17 below 
zero.‘ I kept runing into snow 
as I went west and out there 
about 7900 the car just couldn’t 
go any farther. 

“There were two of us on the 
car, the conductor and I. At least 
one of us had to stay there until 
someone could get out to get the 
car out of the snow.

HE valuation of a hand with 
which you should raise part- 
ner’s opening suit-bid is a 
somewhat different matter from 
valuing a hand for an opening bid 
or a takeout into another suit or 
no-trump. The immediate knowl- 
edge than a fit exists between the 
hands, leds extra safety and extra 
value to the 26 cards combined. 
The first prerequisite for a 
raise is of course adequate trump — 
support—at least J-10-x, or Q-x-x, 
or any four cards. Assuming this 
adequate trump support, value 
your responding hand as follows: 
Add up your points for high 
ecards (ace, 4; king, 3; queen, 2; 
jack, 1). To this total, add one 
point for each card in excess .of 
three cards in each suit. Also, 
add two points if you happen to 
hold six or more cards in part- 
ner’s bid suit. Finally, add one 
more point for possession of two 
singleton side suits or a void. 
For precision in valuation, how- 
ever, it is sometimes necessary to 
deduct for a hand’s unfavorable 
features. Trump support of only 
three cards, though “adequate,” is 
not ideal; consequently, deduct 
one point for only three trumps. 
Also, deduct one point if you are 


Taising on a hand of 4-3-3-3 dis- 


tribution, because this pattern 
does not lend itself well to suit- 
play. 

The hand pattern 4-4-3-2 is also 
of questionable merit at suit- 
play; therefore, with either of 
these more-or-less flat distribu- 
tions, do not take the one-point 
credit for the fourth supporting 
trump unless that trump support 
is headed by the Q-10 or better.

So the question boils 
down to this: Did East play the 
nine from a holding of A-10-9, in 
which case you must now lead an 
honor, of course; or did East 
start with only the A-9? In this 
latter event, if you lead an honor, 
you are wrecked. 

You don’t have a great deal 
to go by, except this: There is sub- 
stantially more chance that the 
Six missing trumps are divided 4-2 
than 3-3. Hence, your second play 
should be a low trump.

I don’t think any two speeches 
could have told us less of what 
these two important gentlemen 
really intended to try to ac- 
complish in the next four years 
if they are elected in Novem- 
ber.

THE PLATFORM was written 
so that either candidate could 
stand on it, and is therefore a 
weak platform in ‘ comparison 
with the Republican platform of 
1948.

they may be interpreted in dif- 
fereent ways. 

Granted that the Republicans 
were to win, the meaning of 
that platform could be twisted 
in many ways. A few Negro 
delegates who accepted the 
FEPC parargaphs did so by giv- 
ing the interpretation which 
they hoped would justify their 
accepting it. The plank, how- 
ever, does not really say that 
fair employment practices shall. 
be compulsory, nor that the 
Federal Government shall have 
any jurisdiction at any definite 
given point. 

It is all done in this same 
uncertain manner. I think the 
speeches of acceptance showed 
uncertainty and said as little as 
possible, for no one knew ex- 
actly where he stood. This is 
not that positive leadership 
which will win in November.

Then polo teams 
of Argentina come to the front, 
and were champions twice before 
the sport was dropped from the

Argentina, by the way, has pro- 
duced “polo games” of the highest 
order. Argentine ponies have 
brought top market prices.

$14,500 for Chingolo, a seven- 
year-old Argentine pony. In 1928 
Laddie Sanford paid $22,000 for 
another Argentine pony, known 
as Jupiter.
